THEJ BOYS' PIG CLUB 
A movement for the organiza- 
tion of boys' pig clubs in the 
iiii.il districts has been started 
in Kentucky. The pig ckibs tat 
designed to accomplish for the 
hog-raising industry wliat the 
Ixiys" rorn clubs have been do- 
ing for the improvement of corn 
growing. 

The pig clubs have been very 
successful in soioe of the South- 
em States. A resume of their 
work in Louisiana receiitiy has 
been published as a bulletin of 
the Louisiana State University. 
The progress of the organiz ttion 
in that state has been rapid. 
The first club was organized in 
Caddo parish by a superintrn- 
dent of rural schools in the fall 
of igio. During the w 1 or 
clubs were formed in two ntticr 
|)arislu-s and in igi 1 the cam- 
paign resulted in eleven addi- 
tional parishes becoming inter 
ested. The Caddo club had fifty 
members when it was first insti- 
tuted. In 1913 the membership 
of the clubs liad increased tt> 

1 .W)9. 

At the 1913 State Pair lao pigs 
were exhibited by club mem- 
bers, several winning blue rib- 
bons in competition with lead- 
ing growers and breeders 
throu^hotit the .^outh. (^)l the 
1,669 numbers enrolled, 367 
kept the recorda prescribed by 

the university directors and sub 
mittcd formal reports of their 
work, while 148 others reported 

in ff)rnially 

Forty parishes had organized 
c'ubs last year and it is hoped 
that the work is only fairly be 
gun.

rhc^»ple of FUaaki county 
ate 6 1>e congratulated on the 
^eal th^ are aho^sfing in hehalf 
of road improvement 

On April 23 the county voted 
on a proposition to issue $300,- 
imo in bonds for the construc- 
tion of tnmpikes. Out of nearly 
T.oon votes cast there was a 
majority of 1^3 in favor of the 
bond isaue. This was 176 Vote* 
short of the necessary two 
thirds / majority. It demon 
stratea clearly, llowever, the pre- 
ponderance of sentiment in 
favor of the road hnprovemeot. 
The advocate* of the bond is- 
sue are so much encouraged at 
the show^ing of strength that 
they are already at work prepar- 
petitions for another elec- 
tion to be held on June 26. In 
fact these petitions were put in 
circulation as soon as the result 
of the former election was 
known and had been signed by 
several . hundred voters before 
the official count was made. 

The road campaign is to con 
tinue wtthoot abatement and 
there is little doubt that the 
June election will show the nec- 
essary two-thirds majority — 
with votes to spare. Twenty- 
four precincts out of a total of 
thirty-five gave majorities in 
April for the bond issue. Some 
of the country precincts voted 
almost solidly for bonds. It is 
believed that many of those who 
opposed the proposition in .\p 
ril will vote for it in June, ow- 
ing to the fact that so pronounc- 
ed a majority for road impfore- 
ment was shown. 

When the people of any coun- 
ty make up their minds that 
they want good roads and are 
willing to pay for them the 
road building will not be long 
deferred. Pulaski county voters 
are in that state of mind and 
there can be no doubt of the 
otrtc<» ie. — Courie r Journal^

of tobacco. He learned how to 
grow alfalfa before sowing a 
arge acreage. 

The interest of Mr. Grtvens in 
alf.ilfa grew from reading in ag- 
ricultural journals of the value 
of this crop to live stock feed- 
ers. In 1907 he selected three 
acres from his cattle feed lot 
and plowed and prepared the 
seed bed just before the time 
for sowing. The field was well 
drained and, of course, rich in 
humus. The seed was sown in 
August after being inoculated 
with bacterial culture furnish- 
ed by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. In the 
spring of 1908, just before the 
first cutting, Mr. Givens noticed 
that the alfalfa was turning 
yellow. Immediately after cut- 
ting, the ground was disked and 
600 pounds of slaked line, 400 
pounds of finely ground Ten- 
nessee rock phosphate, and 400 
pounds of cotton seed meal per 
acre were applied through the 
fertilizer attachment of a grain 
drill. The cotton seed meal, 
while rich in nitrogen, was used 
to make the lime and phosphate 
rock sow from the drill. 

Mr. Giveos states that in 1908 
three crops were cut, while 
each year since four cut- 
tings have been made, and he 
believes that five cuttings could 
have been removed without in- 
jury to the alfalfa. The year 
1911 was a very poor one for 
hay on account of early dry 
weather, but four cuttings were 
iehi(j\ed that year, and Mr. Gi\ 
ens says that his three acres of 
alfalfa furnished more feed than 
his seventy acres of timothy. 
.Mfalfa, when well established, 
withstands drouth better than 
most crops. In 1912, the sixth 
year of cutting, the estimated 
yidd was 8 tons per acre, and 
from 15 to 20 tons were sold 
at the barn for $ao per ton. The 
first cutting of his three-acre 
field in 1913 was hauled to Dan 
ville and sold for No 
crop in extensive iMiNlaf is 
more proftable than alfaUa.

'COMPROMISB ON HOME 
' RULE BILL SEBMt HEAR 

A ('(iniprdniisc on the 'ques 
tion of home ruk- for Ireland 
socms nearer than it tta* ever 
licm licfort'. There exists a 
strong belief in parliament cir- 
cles that the conferences iMtween 
tin- 'eadcrs of the tvW<> great par- 
lies which had been unsuccess- 
ful in reaching any agreement 
last .Autumn, soon would be rr 
sumed. The House of , Com 
mons discussed- the, ulster crisis 
again when it wduihI ii)) the two 
days debate on Austen Cham- 
berlain's motion for a judicial 
inquiry into the government's 
"plot" to crush the I'lstcr Ci\ - 
enantors. The motion which 
was virtually a vote of censure 
on the cabinet was eventually 
rejected by a party vote of 344 
to 364. 

An atinospluTc of j^rcat sol- 
emnity and restraint overhung 
the house throughout the de- 
bate. The growing belief that 
civil war in Ireland is a reality 
which* cannot be escaped if the 
Irish Home rule bill Incomes 
law as it at present stands 
seems to have influenced mem- 
bers on both sides of the House 
as it has the newspapers sup- 
porting both parties. During 
the past week the press of both 
opinions has become more con- 
ciliatory in tone than it has been 
at any previous stage of the dis- 
cussion.

miralty, who had inv'ted Sir 
Kdward Corson to attempt to 
compromise the home rule ques- 
tion on a federal basis. Sir Ed- 
ward feinterated his destination 
of home rule and repeated his 
ofler that if Ulster were exclud- 
ed from the bill "until this par- 
liament shall determine the six 
years period which Premier As- 
quith had oflFered he would sub- 
mit the proposal to the people 
of Ulster. 

Sir Edward in his reply to Mr. 
Churchill's invitation declared 
all ho wanted for Ulster was 
such terms as would conserve 
the dignity of the Ulster men 
and their civil and rclatious free 
dom. He concluded that in 
case the home rule bill passed it 
would he his earnest prayer that 
the government of the south and 
west of Ireland would prove so 
successful that it might l>e to 
l ister's" interest to join an.l 
form a United Ireland. 

rremier Asquith concluded 
the debate with an eloquent 
speech which contained tin 
statement that his ofTcr of the 
temporary exclusion of the L 1 
ser counties from the operation 
of the home rule bill for a period 
of six years remained open. He 
said he considered Sir I'.dwar.l 
Carson's statement most im 
liortaiU and he recognized and 
reciprocated its spirit. .\ settle 
ment he declared could not be 
siui essfully negotiati'd by bar- 
gaining across the door of the 
House of Commons and the 
questions at issue could not In- 
settled behind the backs of the 
men of Ulster or of the rest of 
Ireland. 

Ani^ew Bonar Law, leader of 
the opposition who spoke be- 
fore the premier said that the 
premier must recognize that the 
calamity facing the country was 
so awful that sunW' way to 
peace must be found at any cost. 
He continued: "If the premier 
docs seek for peace we on this 
side of the House will do any- 
thing in our power to make a 
petceful lolutioa possible. Mr. 
I. aw said personal fueling* 
should not count in the matter 
and if Premier Asquith preferr- 
e<l to negotiate with T.ord T.ans 
downe and Austen Chamber- 
lain imlMd ol with himself he 
would gla^tty wftcome the sug*

ASPARAGUS 

There is still time to plant as- 
paragus, and room in every city 
back yard for the bed. It comes 
when vegetables are scarce. It 
is of no more trouble than flow- 
ers. It supplies the table with 
one of the most delicious of veg- 
etables, and, before even the 
flowers have grown up, forms a 
shrul), equaled only in dclicat • 
beauty by the maiden hair fern. 

It is a plant with recognized 
medicinal value. In fact, the 
physicians were the first to in 
troducc the i>lant for human 
consumption. There are many 
ways to cook and serve it. It i> 
not one of the cheap vegetables, 
but there is no reason why every 
family should not have it, from 
their own bed, as a daily dish 
throtti^ the entire asparagus 

I'ason. 

l-rom tilty to one hund.ed 
plants will furnish a good bed 
for the average family. The 
plants can be purchased from 
the nurserymen at from one to 
two cents • iuli Add to this .i 
cart load of manure, ai fifty 
cents, several hours of work be- 
fore hreakfast or after work and 
you will have an asparagus bed 
that will supply the family in 
another year, and for man> other 
years, with a vegetable that i- 
liked t>y you and is healthy for 
all. The plants can be planted 
as a border to a walk, or the bed 
placed so as to make a »:rceii 
for the garbage cm. The florists 
use asparagus to give an extra 
touch to flowers. The shrub 
lasts until late in the fall, and 
can be gathered for <leeorating 
in the home without hurting tlu 
bed. 

In arranging the city gardci 
be sure to include the queen of 
vegeta ble-shrubs, asparag us.
